Chin-lien Ch'éng which was to be placed 
under the control of the Taotai of the 
Fastern Frontier. This establishment has 
now been erected at a_cost of Tle. 3,830, 
anda discussion has enaued between the 
Board of Revenue at Peking and the Man- 
charian authorities regarding a reduction 
which the former wished to make in the 
ymentof the above amount. The latter 
insist atrongly that it should be paid in 
full, and adduco the following arguments 
in support of their contention : Tho 
building was orected at a point which 
forma a meeting place for trade between 
the two empires, and as a matter of 
prestige tis-d-vis a subordinate country, the 
arrangements connected with it had to be 
carried out in a somewhat imposing style. 
The sitaalso was very low, and had to bo 
raised some five feat, and the materials 
and workmen had all to be brought from 
a distance. The amount reported to the 
Board represents the actual disbursements.

Henca at 
present in the four districts and cities of 
Ohi-ning Chow, Yun-chow Fu, Chow-haien 
and Oh‘i-fo, riots have occurred against 
the Roman Catholics for purchasing pro- 
perty. The home of the Sages is being 
invaded, and it is uncertain whether the 
moethots adopted are altogather expedient.

COREAN NEWS. 
Chemulpo, April 4th, 1889. 

Many changes are jnininent in Seoul, 
Mr Ford, the gevial British representative, 
will probably leave at the end of this 
month; and at the U. 8, Legation there 
will aleo probably be changes. On dit that 
Judge Denny will probably be the next U, 
S. Minister to Korea ; and that the Korean 
Government propose to cat down the 
number of their Europsan employees, a8 
many of them have acareely anything to do, 
and the most of them are far in arrears of 
salary. 

L notice in many of the papera reporte 
about w famine in tho provinces of King- 
gan-do und Cholla-do. Rice “has. been 
brought from these districts during tio 
the winter, aad it is sail that there is still 
about 63,000 piculs to be brought up to the 
capital. The oflicial reports of the govern: 
ment state that although the rice crop of 
lust year was considerably below the average 
no particular suffering has taken place, and 
no deaths have occurred from famine, At 
the end of the pust “your fearing privation 
in the southeran districts, the government 
imported its own rice which is paid out to 
the army and officials in lion of money, 
from-Japan,cndremitwd the: rice’ taxea-in 
the South. They now find plenty of rico 
atill on hand. At the boginniug of the 
present yeursome trouble occurred in King. 
san-do between the common peuple and the 
lower officinl, and fighting took pluce, with 
some loss of life and property. This trouble 
was not caused by famine, but waa the con- 
tinusuoe of av old feud between civilians 
and official, Uninformed people reported 
that the people had risen ou account of 
shortness of food, but this is not the trath. 
All is now quiet at that place,

likely stay here for some tine to como,’ a 
the new administrativabave probably more 
important’ things tv lock out fur, As there 
is no room for a ship of her great size in 
the iamer hurbor she is forced to’ remain iv

April 11th, 1889, 

Every steamer from China brings overa 
large number of Chinese passengers. As 
a rule thoy are principally coolies and 
unoraployal vagabonds from the diatrict 
about Chefoo, who flock over here on 
account of the scateity of employniwat 
in the north of China, There are ot 
present several hendreds unemployed 
Chiuese living about Seoul and Chomulpo, 
and the preseace of such an elomont 
here cannot.fail to lead to some kind of 
trouble in the future. 

The spring has at last sot in here, and 
as far os the present prospects go they 
indivate a fait harvest. Bverything is 
quiet in Seoul, but the government is 
virtually bankrupt, not having enough 
money to pay the salary of one of thoir 
foreign employees this month.—Kisiag Suv 
Correspondent.
